Phillips told of the first mint 
in the Ehiontes, established in 
Boston in 1652, and the au- 
thorization of the General 
Court of Massachusetts to coin 
the shillings, sixpences and 
threepences, which was later 
used a dowry, the bride's 
weight in pine tree shillings 
being paid the groom by the 
father. 

The Ben Franklin cent of 
1787, he said, was the first 
coin struck by authority of the 
Federal Comstitution, the head 
of which has the sun dia! with 
the words, ‘‘Mind Your Busi- 
ness,’’ and the reverse, ‘We 
Are One.” 

The Philadelphia Mint, first 
built for public service in the 
U.S. was established in 1792. 
The first coin struck was made 
from household silver owned 


‘by George Washington 


Regular coinage came into 
being in 1793 with the minting 
of half cents and the large 
cent, the speaker said. Short- 
ly thereafter a coin shortage 
developed and tradition has it 
that Martha Washington do- 
nated her skillets to the gov- 
ernment to be melted so that 
—_ could continue 

Phillips said some interest- 
ing coins have been the two- 
cent, three-cent and 20-cent 
pieces. The 1857 coins carried 
the Eagle. In 1909 there were 
the Indian penny and the Lin- 
coln two-cent piece. The 20- 
cent piece, the most hated in 
history, he said, lived only two 
years from 1875-1876. It has a 
value today of $9000, he said 

The first commemorative 
coin was the Columbian half 
dollar, coined in 1892. In 1893, 
the Queen Isabella quarter dol- 
lar became the only American 
coin with a foreign ruler’s por- 
trait, the speaker said. The 
George Washington silver dol- 
lar appeared in 1900, and in 
1925 there was the California 
Diamond Jubilee, when Cali- 
fe-nia entered the Union

pire in the next six months? 

If so, you may be able to 
get an extra vear added to 
your license term if vou re 
new your license before the 
first of the vear, according to 
Manager L. Roy Stokes, of the

Stokes explained that the 
1985 legislature passed a law 
reducing the term of licenses 
from five to four vears = for 
most renewal applicants.
